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it was indeed an honour 
to serve as LSA President 
during 1983-84. 

Voter turnout of 83% in 
the March 1983 general elec- 
tion set the tone for the 
high level of student parti- 
cipation this year. Many 
events and programmes were 
sponsored by the thirteen 
clubs and organizations 
(including five new groups) 
which received funding from 
the LSA. The numerous so- 
cial events, including the 
annual banquet organized by 
Sylvie Levesque, were also a 
success. 

The increased student 
representation on Faculty 
Council was, I believe, ap- 
proached in a professional 
and effective manner. This 
made it possible, inter 
alia, for some short-term 
and, it is hoped through a 
special Dean's committee, 
long-term changes in the

examination process. In 
addition, the LSA's discus- 
sion paper on the Faculty 
Review included proposals 
for reform, some of which 
are now beginning to take 
shape through curriculum 
changes and other matters. 

Following several months 
of negotiations with the 
Dean, it was announced re- 
cently that the new director 
of a reorganized admissions 
office will have as part of 
his or her duties a place- 
ment officer function. In 
co-ordination with the LSA 
Careers Committee, this will 
mean that next year we will 
begin to receive greater as- 
sistance when seeking sum- 
mer, articling and permanent 
employment. 

At this time I should 
like to express my sincere 
thanks for the work and sup- 
port of the executive and 
the other members of LSA 
Council. The many students 
who worked behind the scenes 
on Faculty and LSA commit- 
tees also merit special rec- 
ognition. Finally, I wish 
to thank publicly Dean 
J.E.C. Brierley for his 
candor and warm encourage- 
ment throughout my term of 
office.
